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Applicant certainly appreciates the Examiner's allowance of claims when the 
informalities and rejections are corrected as has been done in the amendment below. Applicant 
respectfully requests the Examiner allow this important application, as amended, to proceed to 
issuance. 

In rejectmg the now cancelled claims, the Examiner has continued to rely on the figures 
of Hiramatsu, and in particular, figures 8(A) and 8(B) to find one of the crucial elements of the 
rejected claims, that is the begiiming and ending of the transmitted set of integer cycles at the 
zero crossing point. Applicant still disagrees with the Examiner's position that the figures alone 
are sufficient disclosure when the specification of the prior art teaches against the interpretation 
the Examiner gives to the figures. But, Applicant is willing to cancel the disallowed claims and 
amend the claims as suggested by the Examiner in order to allow the application to issue, given 
the ahnost 5 year time period this application has been pending. 
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
